TOADS.—A very vulgar prejudice eilata irV 


relation to the character of this reptile. In 
some suctions the toad is considered poiseiHHU, 
and is avoided, an eagerly aa the snake, wktelt* 
is also obnoxious to tbe same, charge-, and, *o« 
fhr as some gpecios are involved, cot without 
reason. Bnt the toad is innoxious, and, be- 
sides, ho is an efficient co-laborer with Mil 
vringeil assistants—the birds. A more intimat* 
acquaintance with tho organized life around ts, 
and » more thorough comprehension of Hie in- 
stinctive habits of the birds and imeota wkieh 
throng our fields aud fill the peopled air with, 
"multitudinous life," would enable us to secure 
many important immunities, and to derive an 
small profit from sources, which are now s>eal«4 
to our endeavor*. 


The toad, if unmolested, will accomplish! 


more in keeping our gardens free of worms and 
bugs than the moat assiduous hand, if 4eTOtl0|C 
hia entire time to the work. This may appear 
strange, perhaps apocryphal to those who havtj 
never critically investigated its bablU; but we 
should reflect, that frnui the peculiar and tett- 
ring habits of most of the inaectireraiM dear*-- 
dntors—the Vandals of the iusect world—their 
are rarely to be caught by man; while tbe toad, 
by thu assistance of that manuduewry maia 
ti'on of the mundanu foul which philosopher* 
—without comprehending tbe meaning of tke 
term—denominate instinct, is able to destroy 
with ease both by day and night. He prey*' 
upon no useful regulation, derive* his *ua4o 
nance iroui that which is harmful to its devel- 
opment, and which, if not destroyed or coun- 
teracted, would prove ruinous to the farmer** 
hopes. lie annoys no one-—rnedilee with •*' 
oau's busiuese but hia own; ia retiring in hia 
habits, of placable disposition, a*dwil'ins;t» 
labor for whnt he eats, and for the skelter which 
protects his back.

Parson Brownlow, in his Knoxville (Tenn.,) 


Whig, chronicling the late murder of a Mr. 
Moore, his wife and sister-in-law, by one of Mr. 
Moore's slaves—advise* the burning of tho per- 
petrator when caught, without trial, and goes 
on thus: 


"We have a few remarks to make, which 


have been suggested by this melancholy occur- 
rence, and then we are done, at least for the 
present. There is a great deal of Abolitionism 
in East Tennessee, and with it a fearful Increase 
of insolence, and hellish daring on the part of 
negroes. Negroes take more liberties in East 
Tennessee, and display more insolence in their 
intercourse with white people, than anywhere 
we have ever been, and we have traveled ex- 
tensively. Many of the negroes can read, and 
they keep themselves posted up on the subject 
of the controversy between the North and South 
touching the slavery question. They can bo 
heard relating matters of this sort to other ne- 
groes who can't read, at any time. 


To the disgrace of East Tennessee, wo must 


admit, that white men, everywhere, play cards, 
fight chickens, drink whiskey, and sabbath- 
break it with negroes. Abolitionism meets with 
more favor in Bust Tennessee, than anywhere 
else in the South. The scoundrels fill our pul- 
pits—preside in our schools—serve ue as clerks 
imd attorneys—sell us goods—marry in our fam- 
ilies—and figure in every other way! The 
true-hearted citizens of East Tennessee and

FARM IMPLEMENTS.—There is a demand, 


exceeding all abilifj to supply, in several kinds 
of agricultural implements A deficiency in 
tho supply of Reapers, Threshing Machines, 
Mowers and Drills, is more than probable — 
Over 150 of these useful implements have been 
disposed of in this part ot the State, and the 
supply at the manufacturers is about exhausted. 
Mr. D. E. Burt, chief agent, informs us he has 
disposed of some $30,000 worth of Eeapors, 
Threshers, and Grain Drills, since last j ear, 
and that he could sell $10,000 worth more if 
they could be had. 


The country has received, withm a few 


months, an accession of fnrin population equal 
to 20 or 30 per cent., and in manv places 50 to 
100 per cent, over what it was. The cause of 
any exhaustion of farm implements is easier to 
account for than remedy, w o fear. Other arti- 
cles in daily use, besides implements of hus- 
bandry, must fajl short of supplying the de- 
mand from the same causes — a sudden anil 
generally unforeseen increase of farm popula- 
tion.—Grant County Herald. 


WEATHER AND CROPS.—Up to about the 


first of June the weather was never bettor for 
spring wheat. Then commenced frequent rains, 
and between times since, the warmest days and 
nights we have ever known in the country.— 
Tho weather for the past month has certainly 
been none of the best for a healthy and heavy 
crop of whent, though farmers do not jet com- 
plain, except of some appearances of rust — 
We are expecting all the time to hear com- 
plaints of various kinds though. 
The latest 


rains were accompanied by strong winds and 
excessive heat after showers, causing a fall in 
some fields—not seriously, however. 
There 


seem now to be indications of a change of 
weather,—since Saturday it is many degrees 
cooler, and the elements above are "not so up- 
roarous. All may yet come offwell with spring 
wheat. The fall wheat escaped all catastro- 
phy and appear* all well. The past month of 
heat and show ers was just the time for corn.— 
We never saw better prospects for corn—and 
weeds 
Oats, as usual, will be a heavy crop — 


So will potatoes and barley.— Grant Co Herald.
